The Presiding Officer, (Mr. Fitzpatrick in 
the chair.) The question now is on the amend- 
ment of the Finance Committee as amended, to 
add: 

Sec. 5, And be it further enacted , That all laws 
authorizing the franking privilege be. and the same 
are hereby, repealed, from and after the first day of 
April next: Provided, All persons now authorized 
by law to frank, by indorsing their names and desig- 
nation by which the right is conferred upon them, 
on all matter mailed by them, shall be exempt from 
prepayment of postage: but the postage on such mail 
matter shall bo dae and payable by the person or per- 
sons to whom the same may bo directed, at the point 
of destination.

Mr. POWELL laid: 

I beg the indulgence of the Senate whilst I 
make a few remarks on the amendment, reported 
by the Committee on Finance to this bill, abolish 
ing the Iranking privilege. In the progress of the 
debaie, every Senator who has spoken has admit- 
ted that this franking privilege is a great evil, 
and that it should be abolished. I have heard no 
dissenting voice upon that subject. r I ho only 
objection that I hear urged to the amendment is, 
that it should not be attached to -the Post-office 
deficiency bill. In the early part of the session, 
I introduced a bill for tl e purpose of abolishing 
the franking privilege. That bill is now before 
the Committee on the Post-office and Post roads 
I regard the franking privilege as one that entails 
great and manifold evils on this country. Hence, 
I desire its abrogation. I differ entirely from the 
Senators who have expressed an opinion that this 
is not a proper time, and that this bill is not a 
proper one to which this amendment should be 
attached. I concur most heartily with the distin- 
guished Senator from Georgia, (Mr. Toombs,) 
when he declared that this was the very time and 
the verv place to do it; and, for one, I return 
now to the Finance Committee my hearty thanks 
for having reported this amendment; and I re 
turn my thanks to the Senator from New Hamp- 
shire for having inserted in it a provision that it 
shall take effect on the 1st day of April, instead 
of the 1st of May. I desire that it shall take 

effect as early as' pos-ible. I wish to stop the 
quadrennial flooding of this country with the mis- 
erable campaign documents that precede every 
presidential election. The amendment of the 
Senator from New Hampshire, I think, will effec- 
tually do that, because it causes the law to take 
effect before either of the conventions meet to 
nominate the respective candidates. 

I can conceive no reason why a member of Con- 
gress ever should have had the franking privilege 
other than for the purpose of allowing him free 
communication with his constituents, and the 
constituent free communication with him. All 
the privilege that should ever have been extend- 
ed to him on this subject is to exempt him from 
the postal charges on the letters that he might 
write to his constituents, or receive from them, 
upon official business. That, however, is not now 
the law. We find that the members of Congress 
not only have this privilege to exercise it for the 
purpose of communicating with their constituents 
on matters of official duty and of public business, 
but they use it in every department of life. All 
their private correspondence goes under their 
franks, and they do not even atop there. If the 
reports we have are correct, they have not only 
exercised that which was conferred by the law as 
a personal privilege, but they absolutely extend 
it, I believe, to wife, children, and friends; and 
many of them, it is said, to all who n*k it. Whe- 
ther* that be so or not, I am not enabled to say; 
but such is the general impression throughout 
the country, and particularly in this city. 

I have been furnished by a gentleman with 
some tabular statements which, I think, will tend 
very much to show, if they do not conclusively 
establish, that the abolition of the franking pri- 
vilege will be an annual saving to Ve country of 
at least $1,000,000. In the very able report of 
the Postmas er-General, that I hold in my hand, 
he estimates that the saving in postages alone 
will be $1,600,000 a year. I apprehend that the 
premises from which he derived that conclusion 
are correct. In the matter of public printing, 
there will, I think, be a very great saving. I 
have a tabular statement furnished to me bv Mr. 
Rives, wh > was for marry years Printer to Con- 
gress, showing the money received by the Prin- 
ters for Congress during seven Congresses, com- 
mencing with the Twenty-Third and ending with 
the Twenty Ninth Congress, inclusive. Mr. 
Rives says that he has every confidence that that 
statement is correct; that lie made it with great 
care. It w:.s published in the Congressional 
Globe many years since. According to this 
statement, it appears that the aggregate oust of 
the public printing was —

Superintendent Senate Folding- Room, 

I have no statement showing the number of 
; documents of this description which has passed 
1 through the folding-room of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. I called yesterday evening upon the 
superintendent of that branch for a similar state 
1 ment to this, but he informed me that he wan a 
good deal uneasy, and thought, perhaps, that his 
head would be taken off to-day, but said that, if 
I it were not, he would furnish me with the state- 
ment to-morrow. The yearly average of the 
, statement I have just read, with regard to our 
own folding-room, is one hundred and thirty thou 
sand eight hundred and twenty-one and a quarter 
pounds. I suppose it is fair to presume that four 
I times the quantity passes through the folding-room 
of the other House; adding for that House five 
hundred and twenty-three thousand two hundred 
and eighty five pounds, and we have a total an- 
nual average of six hundred and fifty-four thou 
sand one hundred und six pounds of matter which 
passes through the folding-rooms of the two 
Houses. Adding this to the yearly average of the 
extra documents exhibited by the statement of 
the Superintendent of the Public Punting, and 
we hftve an annual burden of more than two mil 
lion and a quarter pounds thrown upon the mails 
in consequence of franking printed matter. Nor 
is thi^ all. You must take into consideration the 
additional mail bags and wrapping paper required, 
and the salaries of the persons emploved in fold- 
ing the documents and in carrying them from the 
folding-rooms to the post office. 

• I think, then, I am fully justified in saying that 
this measure will effect a saving of $500,000 a 
year, at least, in the public printing; but, if I arr. 
not mistaken, it will cause a much larger saving 
in the expense of transporting the mails. I find 
in the report of the Postmaster General: 

It is well known that the expenses of the Depart- 1 
i ment for transportation have rapidly increased with- J 
in the last ten years. In 1849, they amounted to $2.- 
577,407 71; but f«»r the year ending the 30th June, 1859, 
they reached the suui of $9,478,457. This has been 
produced bv the enormous bulk and weight of the 
mails, which are principally due to the vast quantity 
of heavy books and printed documents sent under 
Government frank. Mails which but recently weigh- 
ed a few hundred pounds, are now, from this cause, 
found weighing tons. 

You will observe that in the last ten years the 
expenses of mail transportation have increased 
to the extent of $6,901,050. I urn aware that a 
large portion of that increase is to be attributed 
to the cost of the postal service required in order I 
to enable us to reach our Pacific settlements. — [ 
Hut I will deduct the expense of that from the j 
total increase, and then let us see how it stands. 

1 find from the Postmaster General’s report, the 
following statements:

routes were thus $2,184,677. and the receipts from 
them but $339.747 34, showing a loss to the Depart- 
ment of $1,844,949 66 per annum- 
“The expenditures for local mail service in the 
States of California and Oregon, and in Utah and 
Washington Territories, during the past year, 
amounted to $508,697 13, which being added to the 
cost of the routes named give a total of $2,693,394 13.” 

I have deducted from this increase the entire 
cost of the transportation of the Pacific mails by 
land and water, and the expenditures for local 
miils in the States of California and Oregon, and 
in Utah and Washington Territories, and there is i 
f-tll 1 an increase of $4,267,645 16 over the cost | 
of transportation ten years ago. I then deduct ! 
from that sum, for increased service in other than i 
the P.icifi States and the Territories of Utah 
and Washington, $2,207,615 16, and that will 
leave $2,000,000, which I hold will be the least 
that will be saved in the transportation of the 
mails by the abolition of the franking privilege. 

I am fully aware that this relief, in the way of 
transportation, will not fully take effect until the 
contracts that are uow made by those who carry 



the mails shall have expired. I understand, how- 
ever, from the Senator from Georgia, that the 
Postmaster-General has it in his power to reduce 
the service, and in that way, perhaps, relief may 
be very speedily granted, to a limited extent at 
least. But when the contracts shall come to be 
relet, if those who put in bids for carrying the 
mails find that this very large amount of extra 
trash that is printed by the two Houses of Con- 
gress is not to go through the mails, they will, of 
course, lessen their bids; und the contracts for 
transportation, I venture to say, will indicate, four 
years hence, that more than two million dollars 
have been saved to the Government by the aboli- 
tion of this franking privilege. 

If I am correct, $1,800,000 postage will be re- 
ceived from the matter that is now free; there 
will be »»n the printing a saving of $500,000, and 
on transportation a saving of $2,000,000. That 
will be an annual saving of $1,300,000 to the 
Government, all of which, I believe, will be ef- 
fected by the abolition of the franking privilege. 

This amendment proposes an entire abolition 
of this privilege 1 have heard no objection, as 
I before said, to its abolition; but it is said this is 
not the time, and that the bill before the Senate 
is not the place where this amendment should be 
put. The proviso, to which there was some ex- 
ception, I think shields members of the two 
Houses from any burdens that they might think 
would be thrown upon them in answering the cor- 
respondence of their constituents. The amend- 
ment, as proposed, requires all the letters to be 
prepaid. That is now the law; it does not alter 
that. The proviso only allows those who enjoy 
the franking privilege to place their frank upon a 
letter, and that will allow it to go wi'hout being 
prepaid, and the party who receives it must pay 
l he postage before lie takes it out of the office. 
That certainly will relieve members of any bur- 
den in consequence of keeping up correspondence 
with their constituents. If a cor respondent writes 
to a gentleman on his own business, and he re- 
plies, the reply being upon the business of the 
constituent, of c >urse the member will put his 
frank upon it, as lie now does, and the party in in- 
terest will have to pay the postage when he shall 
receive it. If a Senator replies ou his own busi- 
ness, of course he will prepay the postage. 

The reason that has been assigned for the exist 
ence of the franking privilege is, that the people 
should have every facility to communicate free'y 
with their Representative, and the Representa 
tive should have a corresponding facility to com- 
municate with his constituents. I think, under 
this amendment, the Representative, if he desires 
to communicate with his Constituents, on his con- 
stituents' business, certainly can do it without 
»nv charge upon hi * self; a id the small amount 
that the Post-office Department now charges upon 
letters is certainly so insignificant ns not to pre- 
vent any man from havi* g free communication 
with his Repie tentative, if he wishes it. Another 
reason that is urged for the franking privilege — 
and that is a reason that was urged in the debates 
in 1791, when this matter was under consideration 
in Congress — is the dissemination of intelligence 
among the people. It was urged, then, that if 
the practice continued of loading the mails with 
franked matter, it would ultimately destroy the 
mails. I will read a short extract that I took 
from the speech of Mr. Wadsworth, of Connec- 
ticut, a member of the Congress of 1791. When 
this matter was under consideration then, he said: 

“That the members of both Houses of Congress re- 
ceived and sent during their session as many letter* 
ns all the other inhabiiahts of Philadelphia; which 
letters, if paid nt the usual rates, would amount to 
half the postage of the United States. He said. that 
the number and bulk of franked letters and packets 
excluded the newspapers from the mail, and thus 
prevented the circulation of intelligence.” 

If Mr. Wadsworth was correct at that time, 
what would he say now, when the mails are 
loaded down with ponderous volumnes such ss 
were unknown at the time when this speech was 
mads? 

“He further said, if the evil increased, (and there 
was no probability of its being diminished, except 
by the entire abolition of the privilege.) it would 
eventually prove the ruin of the Post-office.” 

That last clause is very near prophetic, for the 
Post office has been very nearly ruined by this 
system. It was the intention of the Government, 
in the organization of the Department, that it 
should be self-sustaining. All the laws clearlv 
indicate that. The act of February 20, 1792, 
“to establish the Post office and Post roads in the 
United States," declares that “the Postmaster- 
General shall provide for carrying the mails of 
the United States," and ''shall defray the expense 
thereof together with all other expenses arising 
on the collection and management of the reven- 
ue of the Post-office." The act of 1794 enacts 
that the postage “shall be paid to such contract- 
ors as a compensation for their expenses." The 
last mentioned act authorized the Postmaster 
General to contract for “the carriage of a mail 
<*n any road on which a stage wagon, or other 
stage carriage, shall be established, on condition 
that the expense thereof shall not exceed the rev- 
enue thence arising." In 1836, Congress pro- 
vided that “the aggregate sum required for the 
service of the Post-office Department in each 
year shall be appropriated by law out of the rev- 
enues of the Departments." 

Thus you see ihat the laws from 1791 to 1836 
clearly indicate tint this department should beself- 
sustaining; and it is certainly proper that it should 
be self-sustaining. Justice, common honesty, nud 
public policy, alike demand that those who enjoy 
the privileges of the Pott office Department 
should pay for them, and not those who do not 
have a direct benefit in it. Who is it that uses 
this Post office Department? Those who enjoy 
the largest mail facilities, and tax most heavily 
the postal service, are the merchants, the busi- 
ness men, and men of fortune and wealth. It is 
those men who frequently write from ten to thirty 
letters a day, while the farmer, the laboring men 
throughout the country, perhaps would not aver 
age a letter more than once a week, or a month; 
yet, under this system of making it a tax upon 
the Government, you roqoire those who do not 
enjoy, except to a very limited degree, the bene- 
fits or privileges of this establishment, to pav for 
it out of the earnings of their labor. This De- 
partment should he brought back to the status 
that it exhibited for the first sixty years after it 
was organized. From 1790 to 1838, the Post offic 
Department was self-sustaining. It was so from 
1838 to about 1850, with a few exceptions, some- 
times the revenues going a little over and some- 
tin. es a little under. But how is it since 1850? 
The deficiencies have gone on increasing until, 
in 1858, its expenditures exceeded its receipts 
$5,265,027. For the year ending the 30th of 
June, 1659, the excess of expenditures amount- 
ed to $6,966,009 26. Thus you see that w e have 
a deficiency now upon us of nearly seven million 
dollars a year. That is an evil that should be 
stopped; and lam for doing it at this time, and 
not delaying it longer than we can pass this bill 
and send it to the lower House for its concur 
rence. Abolish this franking privilege, which 1 
believe will go far towards making the Depart 
ment self sustaining; and if that does not do it, 
then let us apply' the ax of retrenchment to the 
rf >ot of other evils that are indicated by the 
Postmaster-General, in this very able and elabo 
rate report of his. Let us retrench in every 
mode and form we can; and if we find that we 
cannot, by proper retrenchment, succeed in 
making the Department self-sustaining, then let 
us raise the postage until it will do it. That is 
our duty, in my humble opinion, and we ought 
iot to throw it as a burden on the labor of the 
great masses of the people. It is a true and trite 
saying, that “those who dance should pav the 
piper;" and those who enjoy the privileges of this 
Department should pay for them. 

Why, sir, in looking into this matter, a 9 I did to 
a very limited extent when I introduced a bill 
for the purpose of abolishing this privilege, I 
l 'aund some very curious things connected with it; 
nd, if the Senate will allow me, 1 will read a 
hort abstract, that is taken from the Parliament 
rv History of England, of the debate that oc 
urred there in the year 1660. 

“Colonel Titus reported the bill for the settlement 
f the post-office, with the amendment*. 

“Sir Walter Earle delivered a proviso for the letters 
•f all members of Parliament to go free, during 

icir sittings. 

“Sir Honengo Finch snid it was n poor mendicant 
roviso. and below the honor of the Ilousc." 

1 fully concur with Mr. Finch in that. 

“Mr. l'yne spoke also against the proviso. Mr. 

' rinkley, Mr. Boscawen, Sir George Downing, ami 
ergeant Charlton, for it; the latter saving: ‘The 
ounoil’s letters went free.’ 

“The question being called for. the Speaker. Sir 
.arbottle Grim* tone, was unwilling to put it, saying 
o was ashamed of it; nevertheless the proviso wa* 
•Tried, and made part of the bill, which wa* ordered 
* bo engrossed. 

“The Lords subsequently disagreed to this proviso, 

. id it wa*> ultimately thrown out. 



“At a subsequent period, however, both Houses 
di<l not feel it below their honor to secure to them- 
selves this exemption from postage.” 

Those members of tho British Parliament en- 
joyed this privilege to a very limited extent com- 
pared to the members of the Americau Congress; 
but the evil increased so in Great Britain that, in 
1838, upon a revision of their post-office laws, 
they utterly abolished it; and now the British 
Sovereign has to put a postage stamp on each 
one of her letters. I suppose there uever was a 
Government on earth where the franking privi- 
lege was used and abused to the extent that it is 
in this. 

As to the argument that it is the means of dis- 
seminating intelligence, 1 do not concur with those 
who urge it. The newspapors and the periodicals 
are the great media of communicating intelli- 
gence to the people, not the reports printed by 
this Congrsss. What do we witness now? We 
find that the message of the President of the 
United States, and the reports of the various 
Executive Departments, which have not yet j 
found their way to our tables, have been for 
month# published in many newspapers in the land. j 
Those reports have not yet greeted our eyes on 
our tables here; but, through the energv of the 
press, they have been printed; they have gone to 
England, and we have received from that country 
the comments on the President’s message. I 
think gentlemen need not fear that their actions 
anu doings in this Hall will not be known to the 
country, and widely disseminated throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. The genius of' 
this age has harnessed the lightning, and sent it 
as a daily post boy to every city and hamlet in j 
this vast nation, save and except the States on J 
the Pacific coast. The proceedings of this Con- 
gress — all those that are of striking importance 
— are read every morning after its deliberations 
by the people in every large city and village of 
respectable size throughout the whole country, j 
To the inventive genius of Morse and the ener- j 
gv of the Associated Press, the people are in- 
debted for that rapid and speedy dissemination of 
intelligence, and net to the sluggish mode of 
printing documents for distribution among them 
here. I would have no mail matter go free other 
than the exchanges of newspapers. I would al- 
low them to go free. I would give them every 
privilege consistent with duty, in order that such 
intelligence as they choose to put iu their papet -9 ] 
might be freely disseminated among the people. ' 

In 1810, we had in the United States three 
hundred and fifty-nine newspapers and periodicals, 
with an annual circulation of twenty-two million 
three hundred and twenty-one thousand seven 
hundred. 

In 1650, we had two thousand eight hundred 
newspapers and periodicals, with an Annual cir- 
dilation of four hundred and twenty-two million 
six hundred thousand. 

There was one publication for every seven 
thousand one hundred and sixty-one free inhabi- 
tants of the United St > too. 

Add eighty -four million five hundred and twen 
ty thousand, wh : ch is twenty percent. , for increase 
of circulation for the last ten years, and we have 
an annual circulation, at this time, of five hun- j 
dred and seven million one hundred and twenty 
thousand. This is the mighty engine to which 
the country looks for the dissemination of intelli- ! 
gence among the people. 

In the last report of the late Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Governor Brow n, speaking of the transpor 
tationof these heavy documents, he said: 

"In a single instance the transportation of the ; 
books, Ac., to one member from Utah, cost the Do- i 
purtinent between six and seven thousand dollars.” | 

A very intelligent gentleman told me, in the 
beginning of this Congress, that it would cost the 
Government $10,000, at the usual price of freights, 
to transport the printed matter that the Dele- 
gate from Utah then had in his possession for 
transmission to his constituents. These are 
evils of which the whole country complains 
Large amounts of heavy bags and documents ac- 
cumulate and obstruct the mails; they keep out 
the newspapers; they keep out the paid matter 
to a very great extent, or, if they do not keep it 
out, they so load down the mails that they do i 
not go with that celerity and dispatch that they ■ 
should Frauds are very frequent, and very great, | 
and, indeed, they seem to have become verv com- 
mon under this system. I noticed in the debate 
when our fathers were speaking on this matter, 
they said that no gentleman would ever call on a 
member of Congress for bin frank. Our worthy , 
sires were very much mistaken, it seems, or this | 
age is much more degenerate than they thought ! 
that wa9, for I understand it is common now for ! 
members of Congress to frank whole packages of! 
envelopes for the use of others. And notwith- 
standing there is a penal statute against forging 
or counterfeiting the franks of members, there 
seems to be no chance to punish the offenders. t 
I find in the report of the Postmaster-General a 
letter from Mr. Robert Ould, United States dis- | 
trict attorney for this District. It seems they un- 



that this extra printing ever would have existed 
to the extent it does, or perhaps to any extent, 
but for the exercise of this franking privilege in 
sending documents broadcast over the land. Dis- 
tinguished gentlemen at the head of the Post- 
ol%e Department have for years urged Congress 
to reform this abuse. The country demands that 
this evill be corrected. I trust the Senate will 
this day perform its part of the work.

and then, much to my astonishment, and l think, to 
thatof the judge, found the defendant ‘not guilty.’ 
In conversations with several of the jurors. I was 
told their reason was two-fold: first, that they were 
not fully satisfied that Phillips resorted to Judge 
Douglas’s trank ‘in order to avoid the paxnent of; 
postage;’ and secondly, that the law had been so 
commonly and notoriously violated that no prosecu- i 
tion ought to bo founded upon it until, ut least, ex- 
press or personal notice had been given by the Depart- ; 
ment that offenders, in all cases, would be proceeded l 
against.” 

That is the most startling declaration of want 
ol morality in the country. Tho offense is ab 
solutelv so common that a jury say they will not 
find the parties guilty. The only way to cut off 
this abuse is to abolish the privilege altogether, 
and that, I hope, Congress will speedily do, and I 
hope it will be done at ‘his time. There is no time 
so auspicious as this. The note of preparation 
for the coming presidential campaign is being 
sounded in every direction, and we see, from the 
tabular statements I have rei.d, that millions of ■ 
documents go out under the franks of members j 
throughout this country; and that, I suppose,! 
constitutes a very small portion of the matter j 
that is usually franked in these campaigns, for all 
that I have here is that which goes through the 
folding- room of the two Houses. I know that I 
party organizations exist very compactly in this j 
country. They have their folding-rooms in the 
c ; ties, their regular clubs, and they have, at each 
one of those places, a member of Congress who 
uses his frank for the purpose of sending docu- 
ments out. 1 believe, in this capital, it has been 
customary, for years back, for each great politi- 
cal party to keep a member of Congress here in I 
that service. He, it is said, employs a great ; 
many clerks to imitate his hand, and put his frank 
on documents. This thing should be stopped, and 
stopped at once. 

We hear a great deal of talk about retrench 
ment and reform, and it is common for members 
of both Houses of Congress to assail person* out- 
side. I tell you we should commence the re- 
trenchment and reform right here. This is the 
place, and we should commence it by abolishing 
this privilege to members; and wo should follow 
it up wherever we can retrench Wherever we 
can save the public money and the public mor- 
ality, let us do it. 

I am of tho opinion, sir, that this amendment 
should be speedily passed, and that it should be 
passed just where it is. I think the pressure of 
which gentlemen speak, that is around this bill, is 
an argument for this amendment. We should 
avail ourselves of that influence to accomplish a 
great reform; one that will be highly beneficial 
to the whole country. G"d knows 1 do not wish 
to withhold from the contractors for one moment 
a dollar which isdue them. 1 heartily and sincere- 
ly wish it paid: but in doing that, 1 think it is end 
nently proper at this time that we should do a little 
mere than pay them. If, under their contracts, 
they carry the mails for the amount they have 
now stipulated, I propose to relieve them from a 
great deal of service; I do not want their mail 
bags to be loaded down with these worthless doc 
uments. I call them worthless, for 1 am confi 
dent that a large number of them are so. Il 
Congress chooses to order a document to be 
printed for the u*e of the country, I would ask 
you, if h is one of value, is it not worth the small 
pittance of postage that is now charged on print- 
ed matter? It certainly is. Nothing could in 
dicate more clearly to my mind the utter worth 
Iessness of a document or a book, than that t 
gentleman’s constituents would not be willing to 
pay the trifling amount of postage that is now 
assessed on it. If he has it given to him, and is 
not willing to pay the postage, that clearly indi- 
cates that it is utterly worthless. 1 have no idea '
